You rill find these stories relate the release by 
the Archives of 16 relevant pages and report the withholding of about 40 ©the? s, 
at FBI order. It is else reported that Mr. Johnson, ’■'pulled" this information 
"together", ia response to request from the KeW Orleans papers. 

At your suggestion, I did examine your Ferric files. There is noting 
in them that in any ways suggests^ what is here reported. It Is inevitable thdffc 
a listing was made. These stories also recount that you had requested the FBI 
to release whet was still classified, again bearing very much on whether or not 
there was s list. Could you ash the FBI to declassify what you did not specify? 

These stories further refer to Seorat Service interviews with Ferris . 
There are no such reports in what you made available to he. These are directly 
ousted in the story. If you hav® such reports, I wet;ld like copies of the®, I 
also renew my request for a so y of the list of document s relating to Farris 
and I add a request for the communication to the FBI relating to their Se classi- 
fication and any reply. 

I hope it is not- again a futility to hops this can be replied to 
within a reasonable time.
